Vr learned Author Sebaſtian Serly, hawing great foreſight to ſhew and ex- 
plaine the common rules of Architecture, did firſt publiſh his Four:h Booke, 
I entrexting of Architecture, and after his Third Booke, declaring excellent An- 
8 tiquiries. Fearing that if hee had begtonne with Geometric and Per, pectiule, 
common workmen would haue thought ( that the two ſormer aithough ſinall) 
| had not beene ſo needefull to ſtudie and pructiſe as the other: I hich friendly 
Reader, . hindered mee long either from Tranſlating or Publiſhing the two former, being 
perfwaded by ſundry friends and workemen, to haue deſiſted my purpoſe, borh from tranſlating or 
publiſhing . The which had ſurely effetted, if I had beene ouer-ruled by their requeſts and 
perſwaſions; alleadging ſtrong reaſons, that the common Workemen of our time lictle regarded or 
eſteemed to Worke with right Simmetrie : the which is confuſed and erronious, in the iudgement 
of the Learned Architect, if they will follow the Order of Antiquities hereafter enſuing Where 
fore leaſt my good meaning, together with my Labour in Tranſlating and Publiſhing ; | ſhould not 
be regarded and eſteemed (as worthie ) confidering it not onely tendeth to the great profit of the 
Architect or Workeman, but alſo generally to all other Artificers of our Nation . I aduiſe all gene- 
rally, not to deceiue themſelues , nor to be ſelfe-conceited in their owne workes, but well pnder- 
ſtand this my labour (tending to common good) and be perſwaded that who ſo ſhall follow theſe 
rules hereafter ſet downe, [hal not onely haue his Worke well eſteemed of the common people, but 
alſo generally commended and GY of all workemen,and men of 3 Vale.

A Treatiſe of Scenes, or places to play in. 


Mong all the things that may bee made by mens hands, thereby to yeld admiration, pleaſare to ſight, and to tontent 
the ſentaſies of men; I thinke it is placing ofa Scene, as it is ſhewed to your ſight, where a man in a ſmall place ma 
£1 ſe built by Carpenters oꝛ Paſons,ſkilfall in Perſpectiue woꝛke, great Palaces, large Temples, and diuers Youſes, 
both neere and farre off; bꝛoad places filled with Youſes, long ſtrerts croſt with other wayes ; tryumphant Arches, 
high Pillars 02 Columnes, Pframides, Obeliſcens, and a thouſand fapꝛe things and buildings, adoꝛned with innu⸗ 
merable lights, great, middle ſoꝛt, andimall, as you may le it placed inthe Figure, which are ſocunningly ſet out, that they ſhew 
foozth and repꝛelent a number of the bꝛighteſt tones; as Diamonds, Rubins, Saphirs, Smaragdes, Jacinthes, and ſuch like. There 
yon may ſx the bꝛight ſhining Mone alcending only with her hoznes, and already rilen vp,befoze the ſpectato2s are ware ol, oꝛ once 


ſaw it aſcend. In ſome other Scenes you may ſe the riſing of the Sunne with his courle abont the woꝛld: and at the ending of 


the Comedie, vou may ſee it goe downe moſt artiſicially, where at many behelders haue bene abaſht. And when occaſionſerueth, 

pou ſhall by Arte ſ& a God deſcending do wne from Heauen; vou allo ſceſome Comets ond Stars ſhat in theſkyes : then pay ſc vi- 

ners perſonages come vpon the Stage, richly adozned with diners ſtrange fozmes and manners ot Apparell both to daunce Boris i 

coes and play Puſicke, Sometimes pou ſ& ſtrange beaſts, wherein are men and childꝛen, leaping, running, 2 Tumbling, as tho'e 

kind of beaſts vſe to doe, not without admiration of the beholders: which things, as occaſion ſerueth, are ſopleafant to mens eve, 

that a man could not ſe fairer made with mens hands. But foꝛ that we are entred into another maner ofPerſpectine wozke, there⸗ 

foze J will ſpeake moꝛe at large thereof. This Perſpectine wozke wherof J wi ſpeake, although it be contrary to thoſe rules which 

are ſhewed befoze, becauſe theſe afoꝛe ſapd are imagined to be vpon a flit will: and this other rule becauſe it is materiall and imboſ- 

ſed 02 rapſed ontward, therefoze it is reaſon we obſetue another tule therein, actoꝛding to common cuſtome. Firſt, vou muſt mate 

a Scaffold, which muſt bee as high as a mans eye will reach, looking dicectly fo2 ward; fo2 the firſt part thereof which is marked C. 

But the other part behind it, whereon the Houſes ſfand, you muſt rayſe vp behind againſt the wall at leaſt a ninth part thereck, that 

is, youmukfk deuide the plapne Stage oꝛ Scaffold in nine parts; and then you mult make the Scaffold higher by a ninth part behind: 

then befoze at B. which muſt be verp cuen 4 ſtrong. becauſe of the Yoziſco dancers. This hanging downward of the Scaffold, 3 haue 

found by experience to be very pleaſing,fo: in Vincente which is as ſumptuous and rich a Zownc as any in all Italy; there made 

a Cheater and a Stage of wod, then the which, x thinks, thers was neuer a greater made in our time, in regard of the wonderfull 

labts that there were leene, as of Wagons,Elephimts and other Poꝛꝛſcoes. There I oꝛdained, that befoze the hanging Scene there 

ſhould be a Scaffold made by water compaſſe, which Dcaffold wis 12. foot b2oad, and co. foot long, actoꝛding to the place wherin 

it food; which J found to be very pleaſing and fi: fo2 (ſhow, This ficit Dcaffolo,becanſeit was right, therefoꝛe the panement therk 

mult not obey the Yoziſon, but the Nuadzants,whercof on cuery ſive were foure ſquare, from whence at the beginning of the tiſtng 

Scaffold B. all the Quadzans went to the outtermoſt Hoꝛiſen O. which with their dus diſtanees do ſhozten very well. Andfaz tag 

ſome men haue placed the Yaziſon of this Sctographies aga nu the wall right aboue the Scaffold, whereby it ſemeth the Haules 

runne all in one; therefaze J determined fo place the Bo2iſon betoze the doe, which pleaſed me lo well, that I vſed the ſame kind of 

oder in alltheſe kind of wozks: and ſo J counſell thoſe that take pleaſure in ſuch Arts, to vſe and eſteeme this way foz the beſt, as | 

will ſhew in this Figure following, and haue alſo declared in the pꝛofill of the Theater and Scene. is; 
And becauſe the pꝛeparation foz Comedies are done in thꝛe ſoꝛts, that is, Conneal,Tragical and Datiricall; J will firſt entreat - / 

of the Comicall, whereof the Youſes muſt be made as if they were foz common oz oꝛdinarie people, which foz the moſt part maſt be | 

made vnder roofes in a Hall, which at the end thereof hath a chamber fog the pleaſure oz eaſe cf þ perſonages: and there it is that je 


ground of the Scafſo d is niade (as I ſaid and ſheſwed befoze) in the pꝛofil. Therefoze C. is the firſt part being the flat Scaffold; and 
fuppoſe that each Quadꝛan containeth two fte on eyther fi2e fo hal they bpon the hanging Scaffold befoꝛe on the Baſe he alſo two 


fot bꝛoad, which is marked B. And (as J ſayd befo2e) my meaning is nat to place the Yoziſon hereof againſt the backe behind in tbe 
Scaffold, but as farre as it is from the beginning of the pauement B. to the wall, fo farre A would alſo that men ſhall paſſe behinde 


though the wall, and ſo ſhall al the heuſes and other things ſhow better in the ſhoztening: and when by connuenient diſtances pou 


haue dꝛawne all the Quadzans towards the Yoziſon, i ſhoztened them, then you muſt ſhozten the houſes right with the foure ſquare 
tones; which houſes are the great lines marked vponthe ground, aſwell (92 thoſe that ſtand vpaight, as thoſe that ſhozten, All ſucg 
houſes ; alwapes made of ſpars, 0} rafter oz laths,couered withlinnin.cl2th ; making oozes and windowes, both befoze and in te 
ſhoꝛtening, as occaſian fell out. J hauealſa made ſome things of halfe planks of wood, which were great helpe to the Payntersta 
ſet out things at life. All the ſpaces frd the backe to the wall marked A, ſhall be {v2 the perſonages, to the which end the hindermoſt 
backe in the middle ſhall ſtand at the leaff two foot from the wall, that the perſonages map gor ſrom he one ſide to the other, and nat 

be ſ&ne. Then pon muſt rayſea termination at the beginning of the pavement B. which ſhall be the popnt L. and from thence tothe 
Hoziſon there ſhaſbe a line dzawne, as it is marked in the pꝛofl withp2ickes, which ſhail be of like height; and where that touchety 
the hindermoſt backe of the Scene oꝛ Scaffold, there the Yoziſon of that backethall fand : and that Boziſon all ſerue on ely fo that 
backe. But if pon ſtretch a co2de 02 any other thing to the termination L. then you may faſten a thꝛead to it, to thꝛuſt backward az 
foꝛward, to vſe it out of the ſtedfaſt Yoztſon , t all the Oꝛtographie of the houſes befo2e, But the Hoꝛiſon which goeth thzongh the. ' 
wall, ſhall ſerue foꝛ all the ſhoztening ſides of the houſes: and foz that men ſhould bꝛeake the wall, il they would vie all this Boziſon!

zens, but ſpecially there muſt not want a b2awthell oz bawdphonſe,and a great Inne, and a Church; ſach things are ofneccll # 
ie to be therein. How to rayſe theſe houſes from the gronna is ſufficiently expꝛeſſed, and how you fhall place the Baziſon : ncuer- 
the leſle, that you may be the better inſtructed (touching the fozmer of theſe honſes) 3hane here ſet downe a Figure,fo2ſatiſfaction of 
thole that take pleaſure therein; but becauſe this Figure is ſoſmall, thertiu I could not obſcrue all the meaſures, but refer them t: 
invention, that thereby pou maychaſe o2 make houſes which ſhew well, as an open Gallery, oz lodge thꝛough the which powmayſs 
an other houſe.,The hangings oner oꝛ ſumting out, hom well in ſhoztening wozke, and ſome Coznices cut ont at the envs ; accompas 
med with ſome others that are painted, ſhoto well in wozke : fo doe the houſes which haue great bearing out, like lodgings oꝛ Chæn⸗ 
hers fo2 men, and eſpecially aboue all things, you muſt ſet the ſmaleſt houſes befoze,that you may ſc otherhouſes over oꝛ abous ihe m, 
is vou ſte it here aboue the bawdy houſe: foz if yon place the greateſt be(o2ze,and the reſt behind (till le len. tn the place of the Scene 
would not be ſo well filled, and altgough theſe things vpon the one ſide be made all vpon one de: Neuertheleſſe, fo: that you place 
ar eat part of the lights in the middle, hang ing douer the Scene 02 Scaffold, therefozx it would ſtand better ifthe floze in the midſt were 
tanes away, and all the roundels and Quadꝛans which vou ſe in the Buildings, hey are artificiall lights cutting th:ough,of diners 
coloʒs; which to make, J will ſhew the manager in the laſt of this Boke. The windowes which ſtand befoze, were good to be made 
of Slaſſe oꝛ Paper, with light behind them. But if 3 ſhould here wꝛite all that 3 know to ſerne foꝛ this woꝛke, it would be oucrlong 
o rehcarſe; — I rekerre that to the wit and diſcretion of thoſe that exerciſe and pzartiſe themſelucsheerem.

I could make no {P2inccly Pallaces: but it is ſufficient fo2 the boꝛkeman to ſꝭ the manner thereof, wherebp he map helpe him- 


{: iſe as time and place ſeracth: and (as J ſaydem the Comicall) hee muſt alwayes ſtudy to pleaſe the eyes ofthe beholders , and 
get not himſelfe lo much as to ſet a ſmall building in ſtead of a great, fo2 the reaſons afozeſayd. And fo2 that Jhaue made all my 
©cenes of laths, conered lvith linnen, pet ſometime it is neceſſary to make ſome things riſing oꝛ boſſing aut; which are to bee made 
of wood, like thehouſes on the left fide, whereof the Pillars, although they ſhozten, ſtand al! vpon one Bale, with ſome ſtapꝛes, all co- 
neredoner with cloth, the Coꝛnices bearing out, which you malt obicrne tothe middle part: But togine place to the Galleries, 
yer mull ſet the other ſhoztening Cloth ſomewhat backwards , and make a coꝛnice aboue if, as vou ſee: and that which J ſpeake of 
thele Buildings, you muſt vnderſtand ol all the reſt, but in the Buildings which ſtand far backward the Painting wozke, muſt ſup⸗ 
plie the place by adowes withont any bearing gut: touching the artifictall lights, Jhaue ſpoken thei eo in the Comicall wozks, All 
that you make aboue the Noofe ticking o it. as Chimnepes, Towers, Piramides, Obliſtes, and other ſuch like things oz Images; 
pon muſt make them all of thin boꝛds, cut out cound, and well colioured : But if von make any flat Buildings, they maſt ſtand ſome - 
what farre in ward, that you map not ſee them on the ſites, In theſe Scenes, although ſome haue painted perſonages therein like 
ſuppoꝛtets, as in a Gallerp,cz dooze, as a Dog. Cat, o2 8ny other beaſts: J am not of that opinion, ſoꝛ that ſtandeth tw long without 
Uirring oꝛmoouing; but if vou make ſuch a thing to lie leeping, that 3 hold withall. ou may alſo make Images, Biſtozies, 82 
Fables of Marble, oz other matter againſt a wall; but to repꝛeſent ihe life, they onght to ſlirre.

ders. The while that the Scene is emptie of perſonages, then the wozkman muſt haue certaine Figures 02 fozmes ready of ſuch great- 
nes as the place where they muſt and, will affozd them to be, which muſt be made of paſte board, cnt out round and paynted, ſignift- 
ing ſuch things as pon will, which Figures mult leane againſt a rule oꝛ tath of wood, croſſe ouer the Scene where any gate, doe, oz 
way is made, and there ſome one o2 other behind the doze mud make the Figures paſſe along, ſometime in fozme of Puſitions with 
juſt uments,and ſome like ſingers; and behind the Scene ſome muſt play on, vpon tertaine inſtruments and ſing allo: ſometime you 
mitt make a num ber of foote men andhozſemen going about with Trumpets, Phites and Dꝛummes, at which time pou muſt play 
with Dꝛumbes, Trumpets end Phifes, ec. very ſottip behind, which will kepe the peoples eyes occupied, and content them well. 
If it be requiſite ta make a Planet 02 any other thing to pale along in the Apze, it muſt bee framed and cut ont of paſte board; 
then in the hindermoand backe part of the houſes of the Scene, there muſt be a piece cf wire dꝛau ne abone in the rofe of the houſe 
and made faſt with certain rings behind to the paſte-board painted with a Planet oz any other thing that ſhalbe dzawue ſoftly by a man 
with a blacke thꝛerd from one ind to the other, but it muſt be farrefrom mens ſight, that neither of the thaeds may beeſ@ne. Þome- 
time vou ſhall hane occaſion toſhew thunder and lightning as the play requireth; then you mult make thunder in this manner: com- 
monly all Scenes are made af the end of a great Hall, whereas vſually there is a Chamber aboue it, wherein you muſt roule a great

pus theyc entained , all perfeitly deſcribed. And although it was no part of my intent, to tranſlate this Booke of An- 
tiquities of Rome into our mother tongue, regarding the barrenneſſe of our language; or p'raducnture ſuch as ſtudie or 


fauonr the ſame, are all too few to defray my charges therein: yet I haue not reſrained to doe it, being thereunto com 


pelled by the great work; of the forification of the City of Andwerp, and other great places, and for this cauſe ſpecially, 
that every man that wonareth at the greatmes thereof, which wa: made with moſt great coſt & charges, may hereby ſee and 
conſider, yea how much greater, & needles cla ges( io be compared vnto il is )the Romanes(notſpeaking of ot her nation) 
baue in time paſt beſtowed, in making of Oleliſces, Piramiaes, N hermes, Theaters, Amphitheaters,tryumphant Arches, 
and many more ſuch like things which ſerued only for pita are & triumph: whereby it is to be preſumed that they would 
haue made the fortifications of ſuch Citres or Townes made for the ſafety of the Land,{ar better then they now are. Now 


1b is tobe noted, that all, whatſoeuer the Romanes haue made, voth not wholly agree with Vitruuius rules, ſo that many 


wheel haue counterfeyted theſe, and [ach lite peeces of more, haus thereby beene abuſed and deceiued: for ſome 
would hardly belecuc, that in 4 4 drycs (as well as at ibis time) ail maner of workemen were ane berter then ano- 
ther. which ma ny, unamares and vs ſcilfuli do many i hun gi; which good Antiquities would willingly not ſuffer hereof 
they (ball find good inſtructiont in this Bocte (1nd they may lear ne, if they will read it) hom to diſcerne good from bad, 
whereunto the former printed fourth Books ts (preially made: for in it the whole quantity of the meaſures is contay- 
ned, as in the Epiſtle of the ſayd Beoke it ts promiſed. So in this third Broke , you ſhall not onely find, firſt the 
Ichnogr aphia,andthen after the Ortiegrapi yes, with part of the Sciographies of the moſt famous Antiquit yes of Rome, 
Italy, and ſome of other places, but alſo of the moſt excellent buyldings in our dayes, ſpecially theſe that are made by 
Bramant. So bat the Reader being well inſt uclcd in the aforeſayd fourth Booke, where all the Orders are well ſet foorth 


and declared, he may of brenſclfe indge what is well or al made, that at ene time a man may, without any further labour,

Pantheon {for one piece of worke alone) is the fayreſt, wholeſt, and beſt to 
be vaderſtood; and is ſo much the more wonderfull then the reſt, becauſe it 
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this, that the excellent workeman, which inuented it, choſe the perfiteſt 
forme, that is, the round forme, whereby it is vſually called, Our Lady ofthe 
Round: for within, it is as high as it is broad, And it may be, that the ſayd 
workeman, conſideting, that all things proceeding orderly, haue a principall 
{S2020000050002222 and onely head, wherconthe nether parts depend, was of opinion, that this 
piece ot worke ſhould haue onely but one light, and that, in the higheſt part thereof, that it might ſpread 
abroad in all places alike, as in effect you ſec it doth: for beſides other things which haue their perfect light, 
there are ſixe Chappels, which (for that they ſtand within the thickneſſ of the wall) ſhould be darke, yet 
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they haue their due light, by the meanes of ſome drawing windowes , aboue in the top of the ſayd Chap- 


pels, which giue them ſecond light, taken ftrem the vppermoſt hole, ſo that there is not any ſmall thing 
in them, bur it receiueth a part ct the light, (and this is not made without great iudgement:) for this 
Tcmple, in old time, being dedicated to all the gods, by which meanes there ſtood many Images in it, 
(which the divers Tabernacles, Seates, and ſmall windowes fſhew) it was neceſſary that euery one had his 
due light, Vyherctore ſuch as take pleaſure to make Images, and other imboſſed or grauen worke, muſt 
conſider, that ſuch a Cabinet ſhould haue his light from above, that cuery one, ſtanding in his place, neede 
not looke for light to ſee, but that they may bee ſeene altogethet at one time. But to come to my firſt 
ſpeach : For that the Pantheon ſeemeth vnto me to be the petſecteſt peece ot worke that euer I ſaw, there- 
tore I thought it good to ſet it firſt in the beginning of this Bocke, and for a principall head of all other 
peeces of worke. The founder of this Temple (as Plinie writeth in morethen one place) was Marcus 
Agrippa, to accompliſh Auguſlus Ceſars laſt will, who being intercepted by death, could not finiſh it : and 


ſoit was built about foureteene yeeres after the byrth of our Lord, which is about 3203. yeeres fromthe 


beginning of the world. 

In this Temple (as Ply writeth) the Capitals were of Copper; and hee writeth alſo, that Diogenes, the 
Image- maker of Athens, made the excellent Caractets in the Pillars, and that the Images placed aboue the 
Fronteſpicium were much commended, although by the highneſle of the place they could not beſo well 
diſcerned. This Temple was conſumed with lightening, and burnt, about the 12. yeere of theraigne of the 
Emperour Traian, which was about 113. ycercs after the byrth of Chriſt, and in the 33 11. yeere of the 
creation ofthe world: and Lucius Septimus Seuerus, and Marcns Aurelius Antonius, repayred it agayne, 
with all the Ornaments thereto belonging. as it appeareth in the Architraveof the ſayd frame: which Or- 
naments, you muſt preſume, were all new made, otherwiſe the Caracters of Diogenes would ſtill haue 
bene ſecne there. But in truth, the workman that made it was very iudicious and conſtant; for that he pro» 
portioned the members thereof very iudiciouſſy to the body, and would not ſuppreſſe the worke with 
many cuttings: but as I will ſhew, when time ſerueth, how to place and deuide them excellent well. 
Alſo, in all the worke, hee hath obſerued the worke of Corinth, and would mixe no other with it: and 
withall, the meaſures of all the members are as well obſerued as euer I ſaw or meaſured in any other peece 
ol worke, whereby we may call this Temple an example of workemanſhip, But leauing this matter (for 
that it giueth the work? man littl-, or no inſtruction to the purpole) will procecde to the particular mea- 
fares: and that I may goc torward orderly in theſe Antiquities, the firſt Figure ſhall be the Ichnography.

This Figure following is the Ichnography, that is, the ground o the Temple aforeſayd, which is meaſu- 
red by the ancient, or old Romiſh Palmes placed along by the ſide hereof, And firſt, (peaking of the Por- 
tall, whercet the Columnes ate 6. Palmes & 29. minutes thicke. The Intercolumnes (which are the ſpa- 
ces from one Columne to another) are 8. Palmes and 9. minutes : the breadth of the Portall is 40. Palmes: 


the breadth of the flat Pillars of the Portall, is like the Diameter of the Columnes : the breadth of the Seates 
betweene the Pillars, is 10. Palmes: and the Pilaſters on the fades are 2. Palmes: the wideneſſe of the Gates 


is 26. Palmes and a halfe : the wideneſſe of the whole Temple ſthat is, of the Floore within, from one wall 


to another) is 194. Palmes: and iuſt ſo much is the height from the Floore to the vndermoſt ſtone of the 
window aboue. The ſayd round hole is 36. Palmes and a halfe broad: each of the ſixe Chappels 
that are made within the thickneſſe of the wall, are 26, Palmes, and 30. minutes; and goc halſe as deepe 


into the wall as the thickneſſe of the foure ſquare Pillars on each (ide. But the principall Chappell is thir- 


tie Palmes broad, and alſo is an halfe Circle, beſides the Pillars aforeſayd. The thickneſſe of the Columnes 
ofall the Chappels, is 5. Palmes, 3. minutes leſſe: the foureſquare corner Pillars alſo of the ſayd Chappels, 
contayning as much. The Columnes of the Tabernacle berweene the Chappels ate two Palmes thicke : the 
thickneſſe of the wall that goeth round about the whole body of the Temple, is 3 1. Palmes. And although 
that the Chappels make the walles hollow, yet betweene them there are hollow places made within the 
walles, which ſome ſay, were left for places to receive wind, becauſe of carthquakes, But Iam of opinion, 
that they were leſt ſo vnfilled, to ſpare ſtuffe, becauſe they are made cirelewiſe, and are ſtrong inough, The 

g vp,which you ſee here on the left ſide, was allo on the right fide, to go vp the Portall: men alſo went 
Dow thence round about the Temple,ouer the Chappels,through a ſecret way, which is yet there: through 
the which alſo , they went without on the ſteps, to clime vp into the higheſt parts of the buildings, with 


many goings vp which are round aboutit. It is thought, thatthis foundation was all one maſſe or lumpe, 
and without, many places hollow, ſo that ſome neighbours marking it, and fecking to build, haue found 


ſuch a foundation when they digged.

HP © Figure hereunder, ſheweth the whole fazme of the Pantheon right befoze, and although at this time men go 
downe into it by certaine ſteps ; yet as it was made at the firſt it was ſeuen ſteps aboue the ground. It is no won; | 
der that ſuch and ſo old a piece of woꝛke is vet whole and ſtanding ftill, foz that the foundation was not ſparingly b 
made; fo2 it is thought that it was once as bꝛoad againe under as it is aboue, as ii had bet ne found by the neighbonr | 
woꝛkemen: but let vs p2oceedta the particular meaſure thereof from the earth vpwards. I ſayd befoze.athat the Dia⸗ 
ter of the Columens of the Poztal is ſire Palmnes + nine and twenty minutes, but the height is fonre and fiftie Palmes 
and nine and twentie minutes, without the Baſcs and Capitals: the Baſes are th:ee Palmes and ninetane minutes "£4 
high, and the Capitals ſeuen Palmes and ſcuen and thirtie minutes high; the height of the Architrane is fine Palmes, N 
the Freeſe is fine Palmes and thirtane minutes high; the Coʒnite is foure Palmes and nine minutes high, aboue from 
the top oz Scina of the Coznice, to the poynt of the Geuell, are foure and thirtie Palmes, and nine and thirtie minutes. 
The Timpanum, that is, the flat part of the Gewell, is thought to haue bene ado:ned with ſiluer images, althoaght it 
is not ſet downe in wziting; but conſidering the great power of ſuch Emperoꝛs, I am pet ſwaded that it was ſo, foz if the 
Goathes, Wandals, o2 other nations (which ſpopled Rome moze then once) had becne deſirons oꝛ touetous of Copper, 
they might haue taken it fromthe Architraues and other Oꝛnaments in Poztals in great abundance: but let it be as it 
will, there are Figures and tokens ſane, which ſhew that there were Figures and tokens of Pettall ſtanding thereon,

ſo wide from one wall vuto the other. as it is high from the Sauement to the open place vpon the top thereof, which

Let no man wonder that in theſe things [requiring Perſpectine Arte) that there is no Pauement oꝛ other ſhoꝛtening 
ſeene, but I make it ont iv ont of the ground to ſhew the meaſure of the height thereof, that you might not miſſe it by 
Choztening: But in the Booke of Perſpectine Arte theſe things are ſhewed in their right ſhoꝛtening manner (and that 
in diuers wayes) that is to lar, in Huperſicies. and many bodies, and diners ſo2ts of houſes, ſeruing hereunto: J will 
not nowſet downe the meaſure of Coznices downe wards, foꝛ hereafter à will ſhew the Figurcs piece by picce., and 
theroof ſet dow'fe a ſeuerall meaſure.

out: it is onely of two rules, that is, Dozicaand Jonica, a wozke, in truth, that is much commended, although

thing under, vpon the flat ground ofthe Gallery, Touching the ground of this Theater, men tould not well conctaue 
it: but not long ſince, the great Patrician of Rome, going to make ahouſc, the ſcituation whereof was to be (ct vpon 
part of the Theater (this honſe was made by one Balchatar of Sienna, an excellent wozkman) and as he cauſet the 
foundation to be digged, there wert found manpreliques of divers Coꝛnices ofthis Theater, and a great part ofthe ſame 
Theater was difcouered, whereby Balthaſar concti ted the whole fozine thereof, and meaſures it with great circumlſpccs. 
tion. placing it in the foꝛme follewing: my ſelfe being at that time inRome , ſaw manp of the Coꝛnices, and ſound 
friendſhip to meaſure them, and in truth, there J found as excellent foꝛmes as euer Jſaw in any old Ritins, and moſt in 
the Capitals of Doꝛita, and alſo in the unpoſts of the Arches, which, me thin ns, agree well with the doctrine of Vitru- 
wus., Likewiſe the Kraſe, Crigliphen, and Pethopen, agree well inough: but the Doꝛica Coznite, although it be ve⸗ 
ry full of members, and well wzought, vet J found it to differ much from Vuruuius inſtruttions: foꝛ being licencious 
inough of members, was of ſuch a height, that the two third parts of ſuch height ſheuld hare berne inongh to the Archi 
traue and the Freeſe, But Jam of opinion therefoze, (by the litence of theſe, oꝛ other Antiquities) that a woꝛkeman in 
theſe dapes ſhould not erre, (Which erro2, J meane, is to doe contrary to V itruuius p2ccepts) noʒ to bee perempfozy that 
bee will make a Coꝛnice, oꝛ other (hing iuſt of the ſame pꝛopoꝛtion as hee hath ſane and meaſured , and then let it in 
woke; becauſe it is not ſnfficient foz hum to ſay, map doe it: foʒ ancient wozkemen haue done it, without conſidera⸗ 
tion whether it be p:opo2tioned accoꝛding to the reſt of the building.

His Theater (as I haue ſayd) was very rich of oznaments, al! of ſtone, and made of Cozinthia wozke, very well 
and richlp wzought, and by as mach as is (e&ne by the ruines which lie ſcattering about the @cene, was very beau 
t full of Columnes vpon Columnes, both double and ſingle, and alſo in the innermoſt and onttermoſt parts, with 
diuets o2naments of Doozes and Windowes. The innermoft part of the Building is much ruinated: and touch- 
ing the mcaſures, J ton ſay little; but of the outtermoſt parts, q will ſay ſomewhat of their meaſures. Che firſf, a rue 
ficall o2 clounifho2der, wherein there is no Cola:naes,is eleuated from the earth, together with the whole Coznice,mars 
E dE, about 16, foote ; the height of the firft Pedeſtall, is fine feote, the height of the Columnes with the Baſes and 
Capitals, is 22. foot; the thickencſſe of the Pillars, with the Columnes, is 5, foote; the thickneſſe of the Columnes as 
lone, is two foote and a halfe: the wideneſſe of the Arches, is about ten foote: and their height twenty foots: the height of 
the Architrzne, Fraſe and Coznice, is about fiue footez the ſecond Pedeſtall marked X. is of fonre foote and a halte: the 
height of thaſe Columnes are about ſirtene foot, the Archifrane, Freeſe and Coznice, is foure fot high.

T Ferenten, an old Towne lping by Vererben, there is pet to bee ſiene the ſoꝛme of a Theatre, much decayed, 
AA being of no great woꝛke manſhip, and leſſe oznaments, foꝛ any thing a man may perceaneby the ſame ; fo2 there 
are no pieces to be ſans whereby a man may conceyt any matter ofimpoztance. But you may pet ſe in the po 
ticus going from the Theatre, there were foure ſquare Pillars, alſo the Stayꝛes thereof were very ſimple and 
playne: and betaule it is ſo much decayed, you can hardly diſcerne how they ſtod, The Scene of this Theatre is much 
different from others, as pou map ſ@ in the ground thereof: neither is there lo much ſtanding abone ground, that a man 
may perteaue how the Scene and the Pulpit thereof food.

But it may well 
be called Compoſita, were it but foꝛ the muliles which ſtand in the Fre@ſe, fo: that no other Stop hane their mutiies in 
the Freſe, but that. Manp men alke why the Romanes made this Building of foure Þ2ders , and made it not all of 
one fozme 02 oʒder as many others are, as that of Verona, which is all of rufficali wozke, and that of Pola alſo. A man 
may anſwere therennto, that the old Romanes,os ralers ouer al, x eſpecially of thuſi p*ople, from whence the thꝛer fozmer 
©2dershad their beginning, would ſet thoſe 3. generations one aboue another: e avoue all thoſe oꝛders, the Compoſita, 
as found by themlelues; thereby ſignifying, that they as tryumphers ouer thoſe people, would alſo tryumph with their 
wozkes, placing and mingling them at their pleaſures.

Touching the 
playneneſfe of this Amphitheater, which by the Common people is called, La arena, (taken from arena) which is ſand, 
which was therein ſtrowed faz certaxne Playcs oꝛ ſpoꝛts, which were there pꝛeſented oz Acted: and therefoze J could 
not ſe the ground thereof: but as it was told me by ſome old men of Aerona, when the Plapes were there made vpon 
the ſand, then p2cſcntly there came water, in the ſight of all the beholders, which paſt thaough ſome Conduits, and in 
ſhozt ſpace filled all the place full, ſo that there they might make battailes, and thzuſt one at another with Scutes and 
Boates, in the water, and the place dꝛyed vp agayne, as at the firſt, This, and many other things, men may beleue, 
if we conſider the great magaificence of the Remanes, in the Antiquitics of Tierona. There are pet vpon the great Ri- 
ner of Adixe two fapꝛe ancicnt Bꝛidges, betwene the which two Bꝛidges, there was a moſt fayze and notable Spectacle, 
whereon there might ſtand a great ſumber cf people, ts behold the Playes and ſpozts there made in Boates, vpon the 
water: which Spectacle was made along by the water ſize, againſt a hill: and higher vpwards, abone this Spectacle, 
there was a Theater, the Scene whereof. and the @pectacte io ned together: (and fo2 that, as Jſapd befo2e, the Theater 
was made vorp artificially in the hill,ſo is it aboue the Theater in the height of the hill)there was a great building, which 


ſurpaſſed all the other: but the ruines of theſe buildings are ſo manp, and ſo caſt downe in pꝛoteſſe of time, that it would 


be great charges and loſſe ol time fo ſind them out: but foz that in many places of the hill 7 haue ſene ſome parts there- 
of, therefoze it makes me wonder thereat. It was alſo, with god reaſon, that the Komanes made ſuch things at Ues 
rona (fo2 that, in my opinion, it is the belt ſcituated place of all Jtaly) as well fo; playnes as hiſles, and alſo foz waters; 
and ſpeciallp, the men of that owner are verp familiar and friendly people.

Che height of the Architraue,is one foot and one ounce: the height of the Freſe,1s one footc and two ounces: the height 
of the Coznice,is a fote and ten ounces: which Coꝛnite is very licencions,although it be rich of wo ke becauſe ſuch rich- 
nells of wozke contounde th it: but that which is molt vnlamelp in it, is the Tchme with the Wuale aboue the Deuma, 
a thing, intcueth, much vnſightly : and that, which is moze wozthy laughter, is, that the ſaid Echine in the bpper part, 
is cut thzough, without being couered with any lift, that it might not bee conſumed with the water. Wat there hath al 
wapes beene licencious woꝛnemen, as there are pet in our dayes, who, to pleaſe the people, make much grauing in 
their wozkes, without reſpecting the qualities of the ozders , and will alſo in Dozica wozke , which ſhould bee faſt 
and ſtrong, vſe much graning and cutting, as in Cozinthta wozke, which, by their folly, aſketh many oznaments. 
But Wiſe and tudicious wozkemen will alwaycs oblerue Decozum : and il they make wozke alter Dozica maner,they 
will follow ——— 2 which, fo: the moſt part, agree with Vitruuius pzecepts. It they make any wozke after 
the Cozinthia then they couer them with Oꝛznaments, as that kind of wozke requireth. This J haue ſet downe, 
to aducrtiſe thoſe thereof that know it not; fo? they that know it, nede not my aduice. Now to come to the pur⸗ 
poſe agapne: Above this Co2mee there is a Baſement , which maketh out thꝛes Pedeſtals;the Plinthus vnder the Bale⸗ 
ment, which is there ſet againf the p2oiecture of the Coꝛnices. ( foz otherwiſe, in la king vp, it would darken the Bale) 
is a fot high; abone it land eth the Baſe, whereof the height is 10. ounces: the flat of the Balement, is 2. fot t 1. onnce 
high: the Coꝛnice aboue it, is halle a fote high; which Coznice is very ſæmely, and the parts thereof deuide themſelues 
berp well from each other, fo2 that betweene the two carued members there ſtandeth one playne aboue: the Coznice 
is that member o2 part, called Corona liſis, as N vnderſtand V urruwus, whereof the height 1s 5 ounces.

The height ofthe Columnes, with Baſes 
and Capitals, arc of 9. Diamelers, and thercunto alſo the ſeuenih part. The Bale is halfe the thickencſle of the Co- 


lummes. The Capitall is ot the ſame thickeneſſe:and the ſeuenth part fo2 the Abacus. The height of the Architraue, 


Freeſe and Coꝛnice, is as much as the Pebeſtall without his Baſe. And this height is deuided into 11. parts, foure

Dozica, Jonica, and Coꝛin- 
thia : and in trueth, the oꝛders were faire, well ſet aut, and placed: notwithſtanding , that the Pilaſters cf the firſt 
ſtoꝛy oz oꝛdet being Dozica, were ſomewhat to weake, and the Arches tw wide, to the pꝛopoꝛtion of the Pilaſters; and 
therewith the weight of the wall of the Jonica ozder ſtanding vpon it, was an occaſion that it was bzoken, ruinated and 
decayed in ſhozt time. But Balchazar of Sciene, a ſkilfull woꝛkeman, repayzed the decayed ruines, making countcr 
Pilaſters , with vnder - Arches: therefoze Jhaue ſaid, wiſe wozkemen map learne of this building; not onely to imitate 
fapze and well made thmgs, but alſo to beware of errozs, and alwapes toconſider what weight the nethermoſt ſtozy is 


to luſtaine: therefoze à counſell a woꝛkeman rather to be timerous, then oner»boldzfoz if he be timerous, he will alwapes 


chuſe the ſureſt way, and make his wozke with conſideration, and will vſe counſell, pea offuch as are leſſt (kilfull then 
hunſelfe,of whom ſometime men often learne: but if he be higt · minded, and truſteth to much to his ou n lkill and know⸗ 
ledge, then he will fcozne another mans counſell, whereby oftentimes he deceyueth and oucr-ſhoteth hiniſelſe; ſo that 
oftentimes his wozke falleth out badly. Now J will turne to ſpeake of this Gallery, and ſct do one ſome notes of the 
p20poztion thereof. Che wipencfle of the Arch ſhall bee deuided into eyght parts, whercof thꝛe parts ſhall be foz the 
bedth of the Pilaſters, and the height of the Arch ſhall containe 16. of ſuch parts. The ſoꝛepart of the Pilaſters ſhall 
be denidedinto foure parts, whercof two parts ſhall be fs2 the Pilaſters of the Arches, and the other two ſhall be foz the 
thickneſle of the Columnes: the height ofthe Pedeſtals ſhall containe halfe the wideneſſe of the lights: the height of the 
Columnes ſhall bee coght parts of their thickneife , with the Baſes and Capitals.

Xluuuius /a1h, that ſuch as haue built withont learning or inſtraction ( alihoughh wor be men) could nener make 
anyſamous or commendable pieces of worke: no more can others, being no workemen , ſuch as haue followed be 
letter or writing onciy, and made no proefe : of which , ſome haxe preſumed to father their doings vpon Vitru- 

uius: yerin divers places of their writings which are found, they could not cieſe vp their rules orderly, but baue left ma- 
ny things dowbifull, and (more) hauceſtermed that ro be good and commendable, which in werte is not to bee endured. 
7 he cauſe of this errour, is, thatthe laſt Booke of the ſayd Vitruuius, wherein the Figures are, was loft : whereby men 
might haue knowne and ſœund out his meanings: ſo that hereby it apprareth, that ſome CAmiquities haue bene very 
bare in their workes. and eſpectaily,in their Orders of Dorica, becauſe Vittuuius nameth no Doric Baſes: but in ſtead

_ thereof, ſ[peaketh of an Attica. Now it may be, regarcing that he there ſpcateth not of any Order of Attica, therefore 


they dur(t not wake any Dorica Baſes or Columnes : on the contrary,cthers pill contewintng the darkneſſe of the uri. 
ter, (or for want of knowledge) baue ſo far exceeded their CA mit or is many things, that then haue not onely forſaken 
and left the examples andreaſons of good Antiquities, but alſo (more then that ) hane made their wor bes unſcemeh, 


ana ridiculous to mens eyes, as may be ſcene in diuers ancient wor ks. whereby, gentle Reader, many wor men, wel ſcene 


in both, heue been cumbred therein, and eſpeciclly in this our time. Bramant of Caſtle Durant, Balthazar of 
Scienne, and mary others, for that (not onely by meanes of lulius the 2. Pope, but) alſo by ethers good Architecture 
was bettered in their times i who, after long diſputation and ſearc hing of many, :ſwell Authors and Commentaries, 
together withthe examples of good Antiquitzes haue mit h̊ authority (to male an end of all denbts ) not only added th 


| Sprr4 Attica, of the Dorica, but alſo as meny orders as nom are v/ed, beginning at the T huſcan, as the groſſeſt and 


ſentercſt of allthe reſt, and laue reauced the ſame into a certaine and common forme, together with their ornaments 
and meaſur's : which rulis Sebailian Serlius, a worleman and ſcholer of the ſayd Balthazar, hath written, and ſer 
out in figures; ſo that, leaning the obſcurities of Vitruuius, we may make an incorrigible worte. And for that all theſe 
that lone workemanſhip, vnderſſamd not the Italians, therefore (in my opinion) 1 haue tranſlated the moſt certayne and 
bft rules out of Italian into Dutch, and out of Dutch into Enchſh; onely the names of all Procels, Baſes, Capitals, 
Cormices. Oc. which are not 1amedin Dutch nor Engliſh, for that Baſtian, by Vitruuius rermes, vſeth the common 


aud moderne It »/ian words, which by ſome ſhould be a5 hardly vnd:rſtood as the Latrine. But I wonld commend him, 


that ſeeing wo li le vpn vs to follow Vitruuius writings, that we giue him ihe name of Vitruuius, that the learned 
might bee under [Iood of the worte man, andthe workeman alſo vnderſtod of the learned, And for that the worte. 
man might the better read it, I haue printed it in our ordinary Dutch letter. CAndaltheugh this fourth Boote of 
ſcuen was fir ſet ont, becauſe it is the beſt, yet the other alſo arc no leſſe fit and conuenicut to further Architecture 


or Art of Building, as in the enſuing Epiſtle you (ball ſec; 
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Ouing and friendly Reader, after I had collected certaine rules of Architecture, thinking that not only 
thole of deepe conceyt would vnderſta id them, but that alſo each indifferent man of wit might con 
ceaue them, as he is more or leſſe addicted to ſuch an Art; which rules are deuided into ſeuen Books, 
as hereunder ſhall be ſer dowae: but for that this Art requireth it, therefore 1 thougnt it requiſite to begin 
with this fourth Booke, and to ſet it out, firſt, which is mote to the purpoſe, and more neceſſiry then the 
reſt, for the knowledge of many orcs of Building and oraaments thereof, to the end that euery one may 
haue ſome knowledge of this Art, the which is no leſſe pleaſing to the mind of thoſe workmea that thinke 
vpon things that are to make, then alſo to mens eyes when they are made. Which Art, by the wiſedome 
ol the famous and excellent ſpitits that are now in the world, doth flouriſh in theſe dayes, as the Latine 
tongue did in the time of Iulius Ceſar, and Cicero. Then with glad and ioyfull heart receyue atleaſt my 
good gb. 28 the effect enſueth not) which, in trueth, Thaue (to pleaſure and ſatis fie your minds) 
ia this teſpect. | : 
lathe Kal Booke, I will eutreat of the beginning of Geometry, and of diners cuttings through of lines, 
in ſuch ſort , that the workman may yeeld rcaſon for that he worketh. 

In the ſecond Booke, I will ſne in Figure, and by reaſon, as much of Perſpectiue Att, that if the worke· 
man will, he may declare his conceyt or purpoſe, by reaſons and figure. 

In the third Booke, workmen ſhall fee the Ichnogtaphie, that is, the ground : the Orthographie, that is, 
the tayſing vp of a Building before. The Scenographie or Sciogtaphie, that is, the inſight, by ſhortening 
of the moſt part of the Buildings that are in Rome, Italie, &c. diligently meaſured, and ſet by them in 
writing, with the places where they are, and their names. x 

In the fourth, whichis this, I will ſpeake of fiue maner of Buildings, and of their ornaments, as Thuſ- 
ſcana, Dorica, lonica, Corinthia and Compoſita, that is to lay, mingled, And by theſe, the whole Arte 
is learned. | | 

In the fift, I will ſpeake of diuers kinds of Temples, ſet downe in diuers formes, that is, round, foure- 
ſquare, ſix· cornerd, eyght · cornerd, Ouall· wiſe, and croſſe· wiſe, withtheir ground, heights and ſhortening; 
diligently meaſured, 


n the ſixt, I will peakeof all dwellings, which, at this day, may bee vſed, beginning at the meaneſt 
houſe or cottage, and ſo from degree to degree, procceding to the moſt rich, fayre and princely Palaces, as 
well in Countrie villages, as in great Cities ot Townes. bam 

In the ſeuenth and laſt, ſhall be ſer downe many accidents, which may happen to workemen in diuers 
places, ſtrange maner of ſituation, repayring of decayed houſes, and how we ſhould helpe our ſelues with 
pieces of other buildings, with ſuch things as are to be vſed, and at other times haue ſtood in worke, 

No then, to proceed readily herein, I will begin with the greateſt and ruſticke order of Building, that 
is, the Thuſcan, being the playneſt, rudeſt, and ſtrongeſt , and of leaſt grace and ſeemelineſſe.

The Author to the Reader. 


He ancient wozkemen in tunes paſt (as V itruvius affirmeth) dedicated their wozkes and Buildings fo the gods, 
accoꝛding to their natures,ſtrength oꝛ weakenefle; ſo is the ſoꝛme called Dozica aſcribed to the gods, lupit cr, Mars, 
and v tant Hercules, taking ſuch foꝛmes from ſtrong men. The fozme called Jonica, is aſcribed to the goddege 

Diaua, Apollo and Bacchus, as of the nature of Matrons, that is, of wiſe t ſenſible women, which are bath tender 


and {trong : foz Diana, by her femuine nature is tender, but by vſing to hunt, thee is Erong: Apollo, by reaſon of his 


beauty, is tenderz but being a man, he is ſtrong: the like of Bacchus. But the Cozinthia is taken of may ds, and they 
aſcribe all to the goddeſſe Veſta, and her chaſte mayds: yet at this time J thinke it god to pzocad in ano her lozt,nothing 
differing from the ancients afo2e\apd. Sp mtaning is, to follow the maner and enſtomes of the Chꝛiſtians, that 3 (ag 
far as may) will aſcribe holy Buildings to God and to his Saints: and pꝛetane bunivings,as well publicke as pꝛiuate, 


A will aſcribe to men accozding to their p2ofeſſions. Do ſap I then, that the Thuſcan maner (after my opinion) is fit fo; 


ſtrengths, faz Gates of Cities, Townes and Callles, plates fo2 treaſure, manition and Artillery to nœpe them in ; fo; 
paiſons, hauens of the Sea, end ſuch like things, ſeruing foz the warrcs. It is true, that ruſticke and playne wozke, 
that is, ſuch Buildings as are made of rough ſtones, and others that are madc ſomewhat ſmother, accozding to the plea, 
ſure which the Stone-cutters take therrin, arc ſometimes mired with Dozica , and lomt times with Dozica and Cozin- 
this. Nenertheles, fo2 that the Zhuſcan oz>cr is the rougheſt ſet fo2th , farre moze then the other are, am of opinion, 


that the Country Bulding is moze like vnto the Thuſcan, then anx of the reſt: which pan map plapnely ſer to haue bene 


obſerued by the Thuſcans,as wel in their chicfe Cities and Townes of Florence, as without in their Country Tifllages, 
info many rich and fayze Buildings, made after the ruſticall maner, as may be ſesne in all Ch:iſtendome, mixed with 
ſucha flight manner of wozke, as the wozkeman thought good. DTherefoze F conclude, that ſuch Buildings are moze 
anr&abic to Tbuſcan oꝛder, then any other. Therctoꝛe, altering ſomewhat from Antiquutics , and ſome others 
of ours, 4 will in diners ſoꝛts ſhewe of ſuch wozkes , viz. how to make Gates of Cities, Townes, 02 Fozts; 
as alſo, in publike and pꝛiunte places, Bouſes, Galleries, Wlindowes, Niches 02 ſeates, hollowed in wozke, 1Bzivges, 
Mater · courlts, and ſuch like ſcuerall Oꝛnaments, as map happen ints a wozkemans hands to doe. Men may alla 
(not differing frem the ancient rules) mixe this ruCical! maner with the Doꝛita, and alſo with Jouica; and ſometimes 
with Cozinthia, at the pleaſure of thoſe that ſake to pleaſe their owne fantaſics, which a man mapaffirme to bee moꝛe 
fo2 picaſare then p2ofit : therefoze the wozkeman onght to pꝛoceede with good adutce, eſpecially in publike buildings, 
wherein comelineſſe is commendable, : 

In the beginning of this Boke, J ablerued the Comedians ozder, who (when they iutend to play any Comedy) firſt 


end out a Pꝛologue, whoin few wozdes giueth the audience to bndcrſtand what they intend to cntreat uf, in their Co-

He Ancients (as we haue heard) conſidering the ſtare of their gods, ordained Dotica worłke, and de. 
dicated the tame to Jupiter, are, and Hercules: but we build Temples , and dedicate them to Chu, 
Paul, Gregory, aud ſuch holy petſonages, that were not onely proſeſſed Souldiers, but alſo valiantly 
and boldly loſt tneit lines, and ſhed their bloud for the faith of CHRIST. All ſuch belong to Dorica, 
and not to their gods oncly, but to men of armes, and ſtrong perſonages, being of qualitie more or leſſe: 
for whom it a workeman make ot build houſes or palaces, they muſt be Dotica ; and the nobler the man 
is for whom ſuch worke is done, the ſtronger and ſtatelyer they ought to be; and the more effeminate that 
they are, the more flenderer and pleaſanter the building (hall be, as I will ſkew when time ſeruetb. But 
now we will cometo the manerotthe worke, Vitruuius ſpeabethof this Dorica worke,in his fourth Booke 
and third Chapter: but touching Baſes of Columnes, hee ſpeaketh thereof in his third Booke; although 
ſome arcof opinion, that he ſpeaketh & meaneth of the Bates of Cotinthia, for that they haue bene much 
vſed on the Corinthia Columnes, and Ionica, And ſome alſo thinke, that Dorica Columnes had no 
Baſes, hauing reſpect to many ancient buildings; as the Theater of Marcelius, one ot the fayreſt workes in 
Ttaly, being the middle downewards Dorica : which Columnes had no Bates , the body of the Columnes 
reſting vpon a ſtep, without aay other ſupport, There is at Carcer Tulliano the ſignes of a Doricall Tem- 
ple, the Columnes whereofare without Bates. You may alſo ſee in Verona an Arch tryumphant,of Dorica 
worke, where the Columnes are without Baſes, Neuertheleſſe, for that workemen haue in tormer times 
made the Corinthia Baſes in another maner, as | will ſhew hereaſter : Therefore Iaffitme, that the Bales 
Atticurga, which /#reaius,in his third Booke, ſo nameth, are the Dotica Baſes: and this wee ſee, Bramant 
hath obſerued in his Buildings which he made in Rome which Framaut, being the light and Inventor of 
good and true Architecture, which from Antiquitie to his time (being vnder Pope lalis the ſecond) had 
beene hidden, we ought to beleeue. Then this Baſe of Dorica ſhall be the height ot halfe the thickneſſe 
of a Columne: the Plinthus the third part of his height: of the reſt there ſhalbe foure parts made; one ſhall 
be for the Thorus aboue: the other threeſhall be ſet in z. cucn parts: the one for the Thorus aboue, the ſe- 
cond for the Trochile or Scotia: but the ſame being deuided in ſeuen parts, one part ſhall be the yppermoſt 
liſt, and another the vndetmoſt.

Pagans tooke this kind of worke from women,and aſcribed it to Diana, A polls, & Bacchus, 
Kc. But we that are Chriſtians, hauing a Temple to make of rhis worke, we will dedicate it 
9 to ſuch Saints as are of nature, eythex weake or ſtrong : fo likewiſe, common workes are fit 
I for peaceable people, men, neyther great workemen, nor all too fimple in workemanſhip: 
emen are fitteſt for ſuch worke, Now let vs come to the meaſures: the Tonica Columne, 
by a common rule, muſt be of $, parts, with Capitall and Baſe: although that Virruaius ſayth, it muſt be of 
3, and an halfe; ſo may men ſometimes make it of . parts and mare, as ſome indifferent workemen 
haue affirmed. But this, I fay, ſhall be made of 8, parts, which muſt hold his thickneſſe below, and fo ſhall 
their Baſes be of halfe the ſame thickenes, which / itruuius ſetteth downe diligently, in the 3. Booke,and in 
the third Chapter of the ſame Booke,in this maner, that the Baſe aforeſayd, muſt be of halfe the Columnes 
thickenefle, but the Plinthus muſt be of the third part thersof: which Plinthus taken ol, you ſhal make ſe- 
uen parts of the reſt; whereof three ſhall be for the Thorus, and foure ſhall bee for the two Scoties or Tro- 
chiles, with their Aſtragals and Liſts, ſo that each Trochile muſt haue his Aſtragall.

F Corinthiaworke, iam ſpeaketh onely in his fourth Booke, and the firſt Chapter, an 8 
5 <a Mancris if he would lay, that the fame, which is ſayd of the Ionica Columne, is in Corinthia 
þ ( 23 y worke: and in his ſecond Chapter hee ſpeaketh of Mogdilious among the Coronas, therefore 
not giving any other rules ot meaſures ot the other parts: but the ancient Romancs vfing thi 
order of Corinthia much, (as alſo the reſt) made the Baſes of theſe Columnes, with a great number 
members ot part full of worke: of which Baſes to {ct dow ne ſome rules,l will ſpeake of one of the ſayteſt 
buildings in Rotne, that is, the Pantheon, called by the name of, Our Lady de Rotonde , ſetingdowve all 
che meaſures thereof. The Columne of Corinthia worke is made by a common rule, conſiſting of g.parts 
in height, with Capitals and Baſes: the —— whereof, ſhall be as high as the Columnue is thicke — wy 
bur the Baſe ſhall be of halfe the thickeneſſe of the Columne. Ot this halſe, ot height of the Bale, there

T though in theſe our dayes, men make no Arches Trvumphant of Parble oꝛ of other ſtones, neuertheleſſe, when 
Au great perſonage entereth into a Towne, they vſe to make Arches tryumphant koʒ to welcome him in, which 
they let in the fay2eſt plates rf the Towne,avozned and painted in moſt curious maner. Therefoꝛe, if you will 
make an Arch after the Coniithia maner, the pzopoztion and meaſure ſhalbe, that the light ſbalbe of two foure- 


ſquares, and one ſixt part: the thickeneſfe of the Columnes ſhall be the 5. part of the wideneflc of the dooꝛe o2 light: 


The height of the Pedeſtals ſhalbe of th2@ Colunmes thicke: and the height of the Columne ſhalbe of ten parts and an 


halte. The Epiſtilie, Sophoze, and Coꝛnice, are together the fourth part of the height ol the Columne: and lo from 


vnder the Arch, to vnder the Architraus, there ſhall hang a role of two Columnes thickeneſſe in height, and the leſſening 
thereof vnder, halbe dzawne vp to the Center ol the Arch, Touching the particular members, as the Pedeſtal, Bale, 


Capitall, Architrane, Freeſe, and Coanice, you ſhall obſexue the rule befoze ſet downe : the bꝛedth of the Arch,with the 


halbe halle a Columne. The inter⸗Colunme muſt be of a Columne and an halfe. The Niches are a Columne

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The maner of Compoſita Building, with the Ornamedts/thercos; 
—— Thennh. Chapter: 


FX Lihough Yziranins ſpeaketh of ſaute maner of Columnes, as Dotica, Ionica, Corinthia and 
OY Thuſcana, giuing hereby ynto vs almoſt the firſt and (ſimple mancr ot ornaments of Archite. 
aAute: ueuertheleſſe, I haue added one to the ſayd foure, as (almoſt) a tift maner of Pillar, com- 
; S poſed of the others aforeſayd, moued thereunto by the authoritie of Romane worke, which 
we may ſee with our eyes. And, in trueth, the workemans foreſight ought to be ſuch, that 
as occaſion ſerueth, he may make many things by the ſayd {imple and compound worke, reſpecting both 
the nature and the ſubiect. And therewithall the workeman ſometimes (to whoſe iudgement many ſub- 
ies may be referred) ſhall be abandoned and left by Vitruuius counſel, that could not conceaue allzwhere- 
\ by he ſhould be brought into aſtraight,and compelled to do, as he ſeeth cafe: (I meane) ſor that Vitrauim, 
in my opinion,ſpeakerh not at all of this Compoſita, by ſome called, Latina, and by others, Italica; which 
the old Romanes peraduenture, being not able to goe beyond the inuention of the Greekes, finders of the 
Dorica, after the example of men, and of the lonica, reſembled to women, and the Coriathia, aſter the 
forme of maydes, of the Ionica and Corinthia made a compoſition, piccing the Volute of the Ionica, with 
| the Echino inthe Capitall Corinthiaz and theſethey vſed more in Arches tryumphant, then in any other 
things: which they did with good foreſight,forthat they tryumphed ouerall thoſe countries, fr6 whence 
the ſayd worke had their beginnings : and ſo they might well at their pleaſures, as commanders ouer them, 
ſet iheſe orders together, as they haue done ia the great building of the Romiſh Coliſeo. And hauing 
therein placed the 3. orders one vpon the other, viz. Dorica, Ionica and Corinthia, they placed Compo. 
ita aboue them all, which, by euery one, is called ſo: although, as men may perceyue, the Capitals are al- 
moſt Corinthia. But it was an excellent judgement, in my opinion, ot them, that having placed this order 
in the higheſt part of the Coliſeo, which being farre off from mens fight, men ſhould haue ſeene, if they 
had ſet the Architraue, Freeſe and Cornice ot the Tonica and Corinthia aboue the Columnes, that ſuch 
worke, by long diſtance of time, would haue prooued bad : but placing the Mutiles in the Freeſe, 
they made the worke rich, and it holpe the Proiecture of the Corona; and withall, it wrought another 
effect, which was, that the Architraue, Freeſe, and Cornice, ſeemed to be one Cornice alone, by meanes 

ol the Modiglions that were let in the Freeſe, for that they ſeemed great, obſeruing their proportion.

Ave height of this Columne, Compoſita, ſhall, with Bafe and Capitall, be of 10. parts: the Baſe ſhall

The Capltallhereunder ſet, marked T. is compoſed of Dozica, Jonica, and Coꝛinthia: the Abacus and Cimatie 

is Dozica:the Echine and Strike, is Jonica ꝛ the Alfragal and Leaucs, are Coꝛinthia, as alſo the Baſe with the 
two Thozus,isDozica: but by the 2. Scotics, and the Aſtragals,as allo, becauſc of the beautifulneſle thereof, it ſhcw- 
eth tobe Cozinthia; which things are in Treſteuere in Rome: the Capitall X. and alſo the Baſe, are of 2. kinds, Dozica 
and Cozinthia. The Abacus of the Capitall,and alſo the Baſe, is Dozica; but the Baſe by meancs of the liuelineſſe of 
the wozke,map be named Cozinthta.,and ſo are the Leaues of the Capitall of Cozinthia: but fo; that the Abacus is four 
ſquare,and all the other members round: therefoze pou ſhall cut the Roſe vnder the Abacus inthe 4,rozners, as pou ſa 
it in the Figure: The Capitall A. with the monſtrous hoſe, in place of Canliculcs, maybe called Compoſitg, and is 
in the Baſilico del foro tranſitorio. The ſtrikes of the Columne are different from others, as you may ſee them beſive 
the A. The Baſe X. is Compoſita, and is in Rome: the Capitall is mere Cozinthia, and is at the 3.

bard end the bꝛicks together, all at one time: and it is requiſite, tbat the hard ones ſhould be ſet ſo farre with- 
in the wall, that although there were no mozter to hold them together, yet they ſhould, of themſcines, ſtand faſt in the 
wall: which doing, the woꝛke will be ſtrong and continne dard.

ell enough: neuertheleſſe, thoſe that were vied in ancient time, as youſce them in the Fi- 
A. were eaſilyer to be opened and ſhut, then thoſe which ate now vſed in all Countries, as in the 
igure 3. But whether theſe Doores are of Wood or Metall, their Ornaments ſnalbe made in ſuch maner, 
that the fayrer the Ornaments of Stone are, the Ornament of the Gate alſo ſhall bee correſpondent, that 
they may be one like the other; and to the contrary, if the Ornament bee ſlender, then you ſhall make the 
Doore of Wood or Metall thereafter, which is to be referred to the workeman: and to giue youa ſhew 
of ſuch Ornaments, you ſhall here ſee ſiue mancrs of Ornaments, which, for the moſt part, are taken our

Hat I may not leaue out any kinds of Ornaments, whercof I giue nor ſome rulc for inftryuRion, as 
well in Pictures as other things, 1 ſay, that the workeman ought not orely to take care ofthe Or na- 
ments of tone or marble, but allo of the Paynters worke, to tet out the walles withall: and it is te- 
quiſite, that he ſhould preſcribe an order therein, as Surveyor of all the worke : for this caulc, that 

| ſome Paynters haue becne workemen good inough, touching the handling of their worke, but tor 
the relt, of ſo little ynderſtanding, that deſiring to ſhe their 12 in the placing of the colors, haue 
diſgraced, and ſometime ſpoyled a Story of a houſe, for want of conſideration how to place the Pic- 
tures in the ſame, Theretoreit they haue a Forefront or Facie ot a houſe to paynt, it is certayne, thc;e is uo open- 
vefle to be left, where ayre or lantſhap is to be tnade,, for thoſe breake the building ; and of athing that is maſſy and 
cloſe, they tranſforme it into an open weake forme, like a ruinous and ynperfit building, Alſo there ſhould be ne petſo- 
nages nor beaſts coloured, vnleſſe it were to trim and decke doores, whercin there are mens perſonages: but it the 
owner of the houſe, or the Paynter, deſire colours, that the worke may not be broken nor ſpoyled, a man may eouet 
a hackled wall oucr with cloth, and therein paynt what he will: and allo, after the maner ot tryumphs, a man may 
hang on the wall Gatlands, and ſtrings of Leaues, and Fruits, Flowers, &e. and alſo Shields, Ttophees, and ſuch things 
as ate to be ſtirred: but if you will payne the walles with firme matter, then you may fayne things of marble or other 
ſtones, cutting therein what you will: you may allo beautific ſome figures in Niches, with metall, and ſo the worke will 
remayne firme, & worthy commendation of all thoſe that know good worke from bad. And the Author rchearſcth di- 
uers excellent workemen, whome (for breuitie ſake) Iwill omit, that onely vſed to paynt nothing clic but white and 
blackein houſcs, and yet ſo excellently well, that it made men wonder to behold them. A man may allo, with good 
reaſon, make and (et forth certayne openings in walles of lodgings, round about the Courts, and make ayre, lantſhaps, 
houſes, figures, beaſts, and ſuch like things, as hee will in colours. Alfo, if a man hath Chambers, Halles, or other 
places, about the ground within, to paynt and ſet forth, then a Payater, in maner of Architecture, may make open- 
ingsto ſee through them, as the place is: for aboue the 0 a man muſt make nothing but ayte or ſkyes, roofes, 
high hilles,and the vpper part of houſes; and if you place figures alſo aboue the ſight, a man muſt ſee yncer them, and 
not the ground wheteon they ſtand. And it the Paynter will make a Hall or any other, or further roome perſpectiue- 
ly, he may, ouer the going in, with order of Architeture,make it to ſhery further then in effect it is. And this, Baltha- 
ar (a man excellently well learned in Architecture) did, in beautify ing the Hall of eAveuftin Gayſe, a Marchant of 
me, where, in that fort he ſet out ſome Columnes, and other Architecture to that purpoſe : ſo that Peter Aretin, a 
man alſo ſkilfull in Paynting and in Poeſie, ſayd, that thete had not beene a perſiter Paynter then he in that houſe, al- 
though there is worke alſo in it of Rapbaeli owne doing. And when the walles are paynted, and if you will haue tlie 
roofe alſo done, then follow the ſteps of Antiquitie, making things that are called Grootes, which, for that you may 
make them as you will, ſhe well herein, as Leaues, Flowers, Beaſts, Birds, and other mixed matter, It a man maketh 
any clothes or apparell of figures, or which are made faſt on them, therein a man may doe as he will. But ifa Payn- 


ter will make any figures according to the life, in a roofe ofa houſe, then he muſt be very ſkilfull, and muck exerciſed 


in Perſpectiue worke , and very iudicious to chuſe ſuch things as are fitteſt for the place, and rather heauenly flying 
things, then carthly things, withſuch Atte, that be mult ſhorten the figuresſo (although they bee monſtrous) that 
when men ſtand a conuenient diſtance off from them, they may reſemble the life. Which thing is excellently well made 
in Lorette Mantua, and other places in Italy, by diuers workemen: yet ſkilfull workemen in our time haue ſhunned 


ſuch ſhortening, for that in truth) it is not ſo pleaſing to the eyes of the common ſort of people. Therefore Repbar! Dur- 


b, whom I will alwayes name Diuine, for that he neuer had his fellow, (I ſay no more) in this thing, as men iudged of 
him when he was to paynt the rooſe of Auguſtin Ge his Gallery, ſhunned ſhorteniag as much as he could: for when 
he came to the hig heſt part ot the toofe, and there meant to make the banquet of the gods, beauenly things, and ſuch 
as ſerued to the purpole for a roote, taking away the harſhnelle of ſhortenipgs, ſet forth a cloth of azurecolour, made 
faſt to the ſtrings or Garlands, as if it had beene a thing to bee ſtird, and therein made the banquet ſo ſeemely and ſo 
workemanlike, that the Gallery was rather eſteemed for a preparation to a tryumpb, then a playne 2 wade vp- 
on a wall. Therefore the workeman, that ought not to be vnſkilfull in Perſpe ctiue wor ke, ſhoul not indure, as be- 
ing Surueyor ouer all the work emen in tlie building, that any thing fhould bee made therein, without his counſell

Fe foureteenth Chapter. | 


L Lthough wee ſee and find diuers formes of Temples and Churches in Chtiſtendome, as 
well ancient as moderne, yet for that I haue formerly promiſed to ſhew ſome Orders there- 
of, to accompliſh the number of my Bookes, therefore I will intt eat of them, and ſet downe 
twelue ſcuerall maner of Temples, with their grounds and meaſures : and tor that the 
V2 round forme is the perfiteſt of all others, therefore I will begin with it : but though in our 
- time, whether it be by reaſon of ſmall deuotion, orcruelty of men, there are no more great 
Churches begun to be made, and that men finiſh not them which in former time haue beene begun, there- 
ſore I will male mine ſo ſmall, as they may paſſe in teaſonable maner, for that with ſmall coſt, they might 
in ſnort time be made. The Diameter ot this ground ſhall be as long as high, according to the Figure of 
the Circle, that is, of 60. foote. The thickneſſe of the wall ſnallbe the fourth part of the Diameter, that 
is, 15. foote, that a man may eaſily make the Chappels within it : which Chappels ſhall be 12. foorbroad, 
The Niches betweene the Pillars ſhall bee foure foote broad: the other in the Entrie, and of the three 
Chappels, ſhall be ſixe foote and a halfe broad : and to ſpare charges of ſtone and lime, the great Niches 
ſhall be made without the Chappell: the bredth whereot ſhall bee x 5. foote. This Chappell is eleuated 
ftom the earth at leaſt fiue ſteps; and it it were higher, it wete not amiſſe: for the earth in time riſeth, fo that 
men goe downeward into many old Temples and Churches, whereunto, in former time they aſcended 
vpwards : but this Stayre would alwayes be vneuen, according to V itrunius writing, ſpeaking of Temples, 
where he ſayth : that as a man with his right foote begins raclyme vp, he may, with the ſayd tight foote, 
ſtep vpon the pauement ofthe Temple. Toyching the foundation, a man cannot fayle, if hee maketh it 
dieepe and broad inough: but the leaſt bredth that a man can lay. is this: that a man ſhould from the Di- 
ameter of the thickeneſſe of the wall, make a perfit foureſquare, and the Diagonus of this foureſquate 
ſhall be the bredth of the foundation vndet the wall. And ſo, I thinke, Vitruuius writeth, where he {peak- 
eth of foundations, But touching the Stofes of foundations, in faft or hard ground, and alſo in watry 
ground, I neede not ſhew it here, becauſe cuery man knowes it. |;
